Commission Proposes

That the Georgia Railway anda 
Power company was confronted 
with a er:sis rather than an emer- 
gengy which required immediate 
remedial action to preve t disaster 
was the burden of a long statement 
made to the railroad commission 
yesterday afternoon by Henry M. 

tkinson, chairman of the board, in 
the hearing of the petition for an 
increase of approximately 331-3 per 
cent in street car fares and rates 
f - lighting, power and kag. 

Mr. Atkinson declared that 6-cert 
fares today were equal to less than 
3-cent fares five years ago; that 
8-cent fares were less than 4 cents 
then, and that 10-cent fares now 
were less than 5 cents five years 
ago. He asserted that.costs of op- 
eration had more than doubled in 
that time. : 

As to the gas situation, Mr. At- 
kinson said that every thousand 
cublo,feet of gas the company was 
selling cost it 15 cents more than 
it sol@ for. “The gas company is 
making a contribution to the con- 
& ters for everv bit of the ‘~as 
they are using,” he added. “This

property without consideration and 
is the worst form of confiscation.”

Senteniced’ to Pay $2,000 


for Charging Excessive 
Prices on Sugar—Appcal 
Will Be Made. __. 


The Oglesby Grocery company, 
wholesale grocers on East Alabama 
street, was fined $2,000 Tuesday 
afternoon by Judge Samuel H. Sib- 
ley in the federal. court, following 
the return of a verdict of guilty on 
four counts contained in an indict- 
ment charging vidlation of the 
Lever act, in that the company dis- 
regarded the rulings of John A. 
Manget, state fair price commis- 
sioner, and charged excessive prof- 
its on sugar. The maximum fine 
provided is $5,000. ; 

Immediately after Judge Sibley 
pronounced the sentence, attorneys 
for the defense gave notice that the 
case would be taken to higher 


eourts on a writ of error. 

The case against W. A. Albright, 

president of the convicted company, 
who was indicted on the same 
charges, was not tried, and accord- 
ing to government attorneys, will 
not be pressed, 
. The trial of the Atlanta concern 
was watched with interest by 
wholesale grocers in all sections of 
the United States. Edgar Watkins, 
attorney for the defense, is also 
general counsel for the Southern 
Wholesale Grocers’ association, and 
this association gave strong sup- 
port to the fight for an acquittal. 

The right of the attorney general 
and the Georgia fair price commis- 
sioner to fix margins of profit on 
necessities was attacked through- 
out the trial by Attorney Watkins. 
The constitutionality of the Lever 
act, under which the fair price 
commission functions, will be tested 
when~the case reaches the higher 
court.

OF HIRAM JOHNSON 


Lodge’s ‘Keynote’ Speech 
Indicates Leaders Will 
Have None of Senator 
and His Views on 
League. — | 

LEAGUE TO BE FAVORED 
WITH LODGE CHANGES| 


And on Such a Plank 
Johnson Cannot Now 
Stand—There May Be a 
Strong Third Party as a 
Consequence.

Chicago, June 8.—(Special.)—The 
republican national convention 
opened today with ten columns of 
agate, a flower of personal venom 
against Woodrow Wilson, a wave of 
dry ‘inertia, a drowsy laziness that 
needed a stiff punch to make it take 
notice, and adjourned until tomor- 
row before scores of the delegates 
had finished an unexpected but con- 
venient noonday nap. 

Fifteen thousand people flocked 
early to the Coliseum to see the first 
act of the show, and shortly flocked 
away again, hoping that the next 
time: the curtain rose, the G. O. P. 
management would at least gand- 
wich a vaudeville number between 
the heavy stuff, if ‘nothing more 
than Hiram Johnson, the jazz artist, 
and his faithful side partner, Bérah, 
to stir up some life and throw a lit- 
the old-time ginger into the pro- 
gram. 

Lodge’s Drive at Wilson. 

The cause of it all is manifest. 
There ts no great. leader here. 
There is no gripping gharacter on 
the’ rostrum. There ils"mo appeal 
that thrills the delegate: Or gallery, 
_ There si ti’ no. ex- 
ettement, and nothingfin the tesues 
presented to create any excitement. 

‘Benator Lodge’s “keynote” threw 
the league into the campaign lock, 
stock and barrel, and he then re- 
peated the same speech he hag been 
making~in the senate for a year. 
Everybody has heard it or read it. 
There wasn’t a new thought in it, 
nor a new or revised position. His 
attacks on the democratic adminis- 
tration were concéntrated upon the 
president as an individual, and were 
so poignant with personal abuse 
and mud-slinging that the Geor- 
gians in the convention were 
reminded of the recent campaign 
in that state, when addresses 
by Reed and Hardwick and Smith, 
and written utterances by Watson— 
all professed . democrats—traveled 
along the same beaten path, The 
keynote of Lodge, however, was 
frontal and expected, while similar 
attacks by Georgia’s so-called dem- 
ocrats were from the inside and 
insurrectionary. 

Moving to Eliminate Johnson. 

Beneath the dry and apparently 
listless and lifeless surface in the 
opening session of the convention, 
however, there is running a power- 
ful undertow. It is sweeping to- 
ward the complete elimination of 


nia, as, a presidential candidate, 
after the first few ballots when that 
part of the bill shall begin. The 
address of the temporary chairman, 
the spokesman of the old guard fac- 
tion in the convention, was convinc- 
ing to that end. The league of na-

Johnson and Borah, therefore, 
spurred to the spectacular by Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst. and other 
radical leaders who see in-the after- 
math of thig republican split, a pos- 
sible third party, will be left in the 
cold by the republican convention, 
with a strong possibility that an- 
other party moveemnt may be 
launched as @ consequence.

who are floundering without a co-

seen at this stage of a national co-»- 
vention in either party. 

Hungry for executive control, ‘the 
various state managers were de- 
pending upon the veteran Massa- 
chusetts leader to open the path toa 
November victory by blazing a trail 
that could be fellowed with enthu- 
saism.

Not a lung 
let loose with any wild scream for a 
favorite; not a voice was raised in 
protest to any set plan for the pre- 
liminaries, and all joined in shout- 
ing approval at Senator Lodge's call 
to the party to rise up and sweep 
the “Wilson dynasty” out of power. 

But as conventions go, it was 
tame. It se@med as if some of the 
factions felt that the ice. was thin. 

Half an hour late in starting, the 
convention jumped quickly to ita 
work. First came the national 

rman, who received a roar of 
amplifyers, reached every part of 
the hall. : 

The crowd that had been rever- 
ently. silent during the prayer 
shuffled its feet and kept up a con- 
tinuous rattle of talk while the sec- 

retary, in a droning tone, read the 
formal call for the meeting. A lit- 
tle earlier it had roared with laugh- 
ter at the acrobatic antics of a 
song leadér as he followed Chait- 
man Hays to the tongue of =the 
platform to lead the singing and 
cheers. 

Free and Open Convention,

in this convention.” 

The appearance of Senator Lodge.

| who had been escorted to the stage 
from his place on the floor with the 


Massachusetts delegation, was the 
tion of the day. Crowds in the gal- 
leries stood, as did the delegates, 
cheering and waving flags. 

The cheering broke out afresh as 
he was introduced by Mr. Hays as 
“Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, of the 
United States.” Then, for an hour 
and a half, he held the close atten- 
tion of the *big audience and 
brought forth cheering by sharp 
thrusts at all the policies of the 


Wilson administration. 
It did not take long after Sena- 


tor Lodge finished speaking to wind 
up the other work. The usual an- 
nouncements were made and or- 
ganization resolutions passed. 

That was the end of the first 
day’s work, and, on motion of Gov- 
ernor Beeckman, of Rhode Island, 
the convention adjourned until 11 
a, m, tomorrow. 

4 With the adjournment the vari- 
oui committees immediately went 
to work, the resolutions committee 
beginning consideration of ‘the 
platform and the credéntlals com- 
mittee to review some of the dele- 
gate contests which were decided 
last week by the national commit- 
tee. 


Called to Order. 

The convention was actually call- 
ed to order at 11:34 a. m. soon 
after Chairman Hays appeared on 
the platform and was greeted with 
rounds of applause and shouts. 

Chairman Hays brought down the 
gavel with a whack and the con- 
vention came quickly to order. Bish- 
op Charles E. Woodcock, of Louis- 
ville, Ky. offered the opening 
prayer. : 

The prayer was a long one and 
at its conclusion the audience 
broke into “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,” at the request of a song 
leader. 

The swelling chorus filled the 
great hall and a sea of American 
flags were waved throughout the 
singing. ‘Now, shouted the lead- 
er, “three cheers for the greatest 
country on earth, ‘The United 
States of America.’” Three. roll- 
ing cheers rocked the big hall. 

The offiéial photograph of the 
convention then was taken. 

Seoretary Miller, of the national 
committee, then read the call for 
the convention. 

The convention’ was not very 
much interested in the reading of 
the call, most of the dclegates 
knowing its terms.

Movie Men Cause Trouble. 

Before Senator Lodge got under 
way the motion picture men turn- 
ed on a battéry of strong lights 
which were focused on Senator 
Lodge, but which cast an intense

and spectators. There were such 
insistent objections so loudly voice: 
that they had to be turned out and 
Senator Lodge went ahead with his 
prepared address, reading from 
manuscript. 

Chairman Lodge’s address was 
punctuated by cheering and applause 
and most loudly when he referred 
to the republican party of 1860 and 
declared it must again come for- 
ward for a like service to the coun- 
try. 

Roars of cheers and continued 
applause marked Cnarrman Lodge's 
declaration that everyone connected 
with “the dynasty of Woodrow 
Wilson must be driven from power.” 

Senator Lodge continued that 
they must be driven out “not  be- 
cause they are democrats,” but be- 
cause Mr. Wilson’s theory of gov- 
ernment is not American. 

“The defeat of the present ad- 
ministration,” said Senator Lodge, 
“transcends every other question. 
The ground thus cleared, it becomes 
our duty as Americans to reinstate 
several fundamental principles 
which have been both shocked and 
invaded.” 

William Jennings Brvan from his 
seat on the press stand listened in- 
tent to Senator Lodge’s hot denun- 
ciation of “Mr. Wilson and his as- 
sociates,”’ who he declared had “at- 
tempted to drag us from the path 
of Washington, Lincoln and Roose- 


velt.” 

Mr. Brvan_ stroked his chin 
thoughtfully, but maintained a 
poker face throughout. 

There was another wave of laugh- 
ter and applause when Senator 
Lodge referred to President Wilson 
as “a democratic free trader with 
socialistic proclivities.”’ 

Lodge Gets Real Hit. 

Senator Lodge got one of his first 


real hits with his reference to Pres- 
ident Wilson’s participation in the 
peace conference. 

“He went himself,” said Senator 
Lodge, “because he trusted no one 
else.” The delegates laughed heart- 
ily and followd up with applause, as 
they did also when the Senator in 
succession lambasted the Mexican 
policy, the government's operation 
of railroads and the proposal to ac- 
cépt a mandate over Armenia. 

here was another burst of ap- 
lduse and approval when Senator 
odge, referred to the defeat of the 
peace treaty, said republican sen- 
ators considered the difficult task 
of deafeating the peace treaty their 
duty and “did not shrink from ful- 
filling it.” 

It took Senator Lodge exactly one 
hour and eighteen minutes to read 
his prepared address. 

The convention evidently liked 
the keynote and broke into another 
rear of cheers and applause, many of 
the deleratés standing and waving 
flags. Senator Lodge bowed and 
smiled as he acknowledged it. 

The temporary chairman then 
recognized National Chairman Hays, 
who presented a list of temporary 

officers, previously agreed. upon. 
Sourataty Miller of the committee 
read the Jist. 

By a chorus of ayes the conven- 
tion accepted the list. 

General T. Coleman du Pont, of 
Delaware, presented a _ resolution 
proposing to have the convention 
act under the 1916 rules untjl a 
permanent organization is effected. 
It was adopted. 

Other routine motions on proced- 
ure necessary to organization were 
offered and accepted. 

Governor Morrow; of Kentucky, 
offered the resolution for a com- 
mittee on permanent organization. 
These resolutions for other’ organi- 
gation committees were quickly 
adopted. 

First Woman to Speak. 


The first woman to speak in the 
convention was Mrs. Manley L. Fos- 
soon, of Minneapolis, .one of the 
Minnesota delegation. She offered a 
resolution which was adopted. It 
could not be said Mrs. Fossoon was 
the first woman to be heard in a 

national convention because as a 
matter of fact she was not heard, 
but the chairman informed the cone- 
vention of the contents of her reso- 
lution, 

After these preliminaries the con- 
vention adjourned until 11 o’clock 
tomorrow morning on motion of 
Gvernor Beeckman, of Rhode Is- 
land. A song leader, however, was 
not ready to quit and held the con- 
vention for two verses of America. 
After that the crowd filed out and 
the committees went to work to 
prepare for tomorrow’s busfhess. 

Forty minutes before the conven- 
tion was due to open the band 
struck up and the delegatians be- 
gan getting into position. The hall 
was filling rapidly and many of the 
notables were arriving. There was 
a marked absence of confusion. The 
old-timers said it looked almost as 
tame as four years ago. 

Unlike former conventions the 
old guard came early. In the old 
days they were the last to“arrive. 
being held back by cqpferences. As 
many of the leaders took their seats 
without causing a ripple of excite- 
ment the band played a mournful 
air. 
There were many women dele- 
gates and alternates on the floor. 

The seating arrangements were 
altogether different from what they 
were four years ago. In the front 
rows were delegations from Cali- 
fornia, North Dakota, Arkansas, 
Connecticut, Colorado and Virginia. 

Twenty minutes before the hour 
set for the opening the crowd was 
still steaming in. It was not till 
then the electric lights were turned 
on, throwing into relief the thou- 

sands of American flags that com- 
mriand the only decorations. The 
floor was about half fuj,gt that 
trme. 

American Beauty Roses. 


The only decoration on the plat- 
form was a big vase of American 
Beauty roses.

Newer Generation in Politics.

They included sons of 
Theodore Roosevelt, Leonard Wood, 
the late Senator Aldrich, of Rhode 
Island, and a grandson of James G.

Chicago, June 8.—On the eve of 
the republican national convention 
Chairman Will H, Hays, of the na- 
tional committee, told the newspa- 
per men that “This is a bossless 
convention, a convention of the 
delegates.” 

Hays was sinssllt figuring on the 
men delegates when he said it. 

There is a boss in this conven- 
tion. 

It is Mary Garrett Hay, of New 
York, high chieftain of the wom- 
en’s division of the republican par- 
ty, and a more absolute bogs never 
sat in an inner sanctum. 

While the men have been mill- 
ing around in a herd like a bunch 
of sheep looking for a wolf to'grab 
them off, Miss Hay has been saw- 
ing wood, holding conferences day 
and night, and, as the gavel is about 
to fall, it can be said that she has 
gone a long way in getting what 
she wants. Republican women will 
not get all they want, Dut they 
will get more than women ever 
have at the hands of any political 
party, and, judging from the com- 
mént around women’s headquarters 
today, the democrat3 are in for an- 
other “shakedown” when they cone 
vene at San Francisco. 

Get Hearing Before Committee. 

First, the women have succeeded 


in getting a hering «before the 
resolutions committee of the con- 
vention. A committee composed of 
Mrs. Maude Wood Park, Washing- 
ton; Mrs. Gifford Pinchot, Philadel- 
phia; Mrs. F. Louis Slade, New 
York; Mrs. George  Gellhorn, St.

PEOPLE MUST DEFEAT 
LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Lodge Boasts That Re- 
publican Senators Have 
Made the Issue—Mexico 
Must Be Handled Under 
Monroe Doctrine. 


— 


Chicago, June 8.—The country 
must drive President Wilson and 
his “dynasty” from power and de- 
feat the league of nations as he de- 
sires it, declared Senator Henry 
Cahot Lodge, temporary chairman of 
the republican national convention, 
in his keynote address here today. 

Defending the senate’s opposition 


to the treaty of peace as a high and. 


patriotic duty, the senator flung 
down this gauntlet: 

“We make the issue; we ask ap- 
probation for what we have done. 
The people will now tell us what 
they think of Mr. Wilson's league 
and the sacrifice of America.” 

While emphasizing the point that 
around the league must be waged 
the 1920 presidential campaign, and 
devoting much of his speech to’ar- 
raignment of the Wilson adminis- 
tration, the senator found time to 
lay before the delegates the stand 
of the republican party on other 
salient problems facing the nation. 

Chief among these was Mexico. 
Declaring it was time for the United 
States to take.a firm hand in things 
Mexican and end ‘the “disgraceful 
record” of the last seven years, Sen- 

tor Lodge urged that this country 
let the Mexicans choose as their 
president some strong and upright 
man who is friendly to the United 
States and determined to establish 
order and then lend him a real’ and 
cordial support. 

“Mexico lies at our doors,’ he 
declared. “It is a primary duty for 
us to deal with it under the Mon- 
roe doctrine, but nothing has been 
done and yet we are asked to take 
a mandate for Armenia.”’ 

Salicnt Points by_ Lodge. 

Salient points made by Senator 
Lodge were: 

“Mr. Wilson and his dynasty, his 
heirs and assigns, or anybady that 
is his, anybody who with bent knee 
has served his purposes, must be 
driven from all control, from all in- 
fluence upon the government of the 
United States. 

“They must 
fice and power, nog because they 
are dcmocrats, but because Mr. Wil- 
son stands for a theory of ad- 
ministration and government which 
is not American. 

“The return of the democrats to 
power with Mr. Wilson or one of 
his disciples still the leader and 
master of a great party, which be- 
fore his advent possessed both tra- 
ditions and principles, would be a 
long step in the direction of the 
autocracy for which Mr. Wilson 
yearns and a heavy blow to the 
continuance of free representative 
government as we have always con- 
ceived and venerated it. 

“Mr. Wilson and the autocracy 
he represents, and all which those 
who believe in hisS doctrines and 
share his spirit represent, must be 
put aside and conclusively excluded 
from any future control. 

“The defeat of the present ad- 
ministration and all it means, 
transcends in importance every oth- 
er question and all immediate anid 
dominant issues are botind up with 
it. Without that defeat every chance 
of the right settlement of the 
mighty questions before us, so 
sorely needed now and not later, 
will depart. 

“To maintain law and order and 
a stable government where justice 
rules and the right of all men, high 
and low, rich and poor, shal! be 
protected, we must have a govern- 
ment of the people, duly chosen by 
the people, and never must there 
be permitted any government by a 
single man or by a group of men, 
or by an organized minority. 

"Many vital economic measures 
and especially protective tariff leg- 
islation to guard our industries, are 
impossible with a democratic free 
trader of socialistic proclivities in 
the white house. To accomplish 
such measures as these, -we must 
have, as we intend to have, a re- 
publican president, in sympathy 
with a republican house and senate

“The rise of prices, the high cost 
of living, which reach daily into 
every home, is the most pressing. 
23 it is the most difficult and most 

essential problem which confronts 
us. Some of the sources of this 
trouble can be reached by legisla- 
tion, although not all, but every-

He was a delegate 
to the convention of ’64 that nomi- 
nated the civil war president. ~ 
“Ah, the grand old days,” he will 
say. “How the memory of Abe and 
‘Usy’ (Grant) and Jim (Garfield) 
and Bill (McKinley) crowd up over 
the ages that are gone—grand old 
days, sir; grand old days.” 
Chauncey Depew was senator in 
the late nineties. He was leading 
council for the New York Central 
for years; a close personal and pro- 
fessional friend of the Vanderbilt 
fathers; famous as an.after dinner 
speaker, and is much loved by every- 
body in the sunset days of an out- 


standing, useful life.

Rivaling Depew in seniority is the 
commanding figure sitting in the 
front row of the Illinois delegation, 


in the pit. He is nervously chewing 
a cigar, and looking about with the 
snap and zip of a Will Hays—

over here at Danville; congressman 


from that district; former speanecr 


man of great wealth, being a banker, 
farmer and extensive land owner; 
a politician of the old school who 
believes in boss rule, but in a fair 
game. He is just 83—and young at 
that; can play dominoes all night 
and answer roll callallday. He was 
born in North Carolina, but was 
reared in Illinois. He is an uncom- 
promising republican who has fought 
in the front line trenches for every 
old guard candidate since Lincoln.

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HEALTH TALKS 
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A SAFE VACATION—z2Z. 
CAN YOU STAND THE STRAIN? 
The man or woman who lives a 
hygienic life, that is to say one 
who has a tolerable knowledge of 
and respect for the rudiments of hy- 
giene, can endure a vucation as well 


as the next one, but *%needs it no 

more than a cat necds two tails. 
The individual who Knows little 

and cares less about the laws of 


health assuredly, needs the benefits 
of a vacation and seldom experiences 
them. The faith of this individual 
in the wer of a vacation to bring 
him back into form is ag childlike 
and as surely unrealized as is his 
faith in the latest miracle-working 
tonic for the blood or nerves. It is 
curious, but true, that the man who 
believes “overwork” is accountable 
for his ill health never regains his 
good health on a vacation 

For perhaps 90 per cent of us va- 
cations are more or less essential. 
The only question is how long a 
vacation should be, and how often it 
is necesary. Is one big dose annual- 
ly the right plan, or would twelve 
smaller doses at monthly intervals, 
or perhaps fifty-two homeopathic 
doses at weekly intervals, produce 
the best results? Three weeKs once 
a year is a popular dose, and too 
often it proves utterly overwhelm- 
ing. What a great number of va- 
cationists come back home to re- 
cuperate fromthe enervating effects 
of the sprec! I am not a homeo- 
path or any other kind of path, but 
I advocate fifty-two half days of 
pay annually as the _ preferable 
dosage. 

With the vacation decided on, the 
next question is, are you in condi- 
tion to stand it? It ig wise to he- 
gin training for your vacation seV- 
eral weeks in advance of the ioli- 
day. Probably the best way one 
can train is by daily walking. A 
morning walk and an evening walk, 
with or without company, first for 
short distances and each day an 
additional mfle, will put the average 
sedentary individual in fair physical 
condition in the course of three 
weeks or a month. In fact this 
training has one serious drawback; 
if followed too faithfully it does 
away with the need for a vacation. 
I realize that it 
kind of éraining, such as only the 
well-to-do can afford at present. It 
takes valuable time which one 
ought to devote to the movies or 
sitting in a hysterically nervous 
tension at the ball game. But cven 
at the cost of threé hours a day, it 
is cheap medicine, Some of us pre- 
tend we can't spare the time from 
business for any such stunt. The big 
guns manage to find time for self- 
improvement; the little runts in 
business life can be tremendously 
busy over nothing to speak of. 

Or maybe you have wooden legs 
or a ship’s anchor holding you to 
the office, so that you can’t take 
any. appreciable amount of oxygen 
on the hoof. Well, don’t quit on 
thet account. If you can’t enjoy 
oxygen by the mile, you can take it 
by the minute. There are always ten 
to fifteen minutes somewhere in the 
day that you can have for your very 
own, in your own room, with noth- 
ing on. If you don’t know how 
to get the most oxygen for your 
time that way, send me a stamped, 
addressed envelope with the name 
of your city written out in full and 
I'll give you the directions.

The Slogans . on. Their 
Banners Asked the Re- 
publican Party Why 
They, Too, Couldn’t 
Go In.

Chicago, June 8.—One hundred and 
twenty-five women, dressed in trim, 
white duck uniforms, and holding 


large yellow, blue and white ban- 
ners, stood in a straight lime before 
the Coliseum today and watched 
luckier sisters, wearing delegate 
badges, walk right up to the door- 
men and march jauntly into the na- 
tional republican convention. 

On the banners they held were 
slogans, adressed to the republican 
Party. and asking why they. too. 
couldn’t go in. Some of them in 
that straight line were from states 
where suffrage has not been ap- 
proved; some of them were protesi- 
ing teecause they claim the repub- 
lican party has not done right by 
suffrage; that it is delaying the rat- 
ification’ of the ‘Susan Anthony 
amendment.

“Georgia is the banner state in or- 
ganization in the south for the re- 
duction in the high cost of living,” 
was the statement made yesterday 
by Miss Florence Rohr, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., here Pegrngerccey * the 
department of justice in the H. C, 
L. department. Miss Kohr was in 
conference yesterday with John A. 
Manget, fair price commissioner. 
and Mrs. James Hayes, of Monte- 
zuma, chairman of the woman’s com- 
mittee in Georgia to reduce the high 
cost of living. 

Miss Rohr spoke yesterday at the 
Atlanta Woman's club to a large 
xwethering, and left last night for 
Birmingham where she will confer 


was in France at the outbreak of 
the wur. where she came directly 
‘n touch with the war work of the 
neople there;-especially the women. 
On her return to this country she 
devoted herself to war work, and 
finaily became attached to the in- 
tercsts o:. the department of jus- 
tice under M:ss Edith Strauss, di- 
rector GT seid: * Work, 

Miss kohr was most complimen- 
tary in her remarks about organi- 
zation which has been perfected by 
the high price commission in Geor- 
gia in their efforts to reduce the 
high cost of living. 

“The organization is the best so 
far in the central south,” said Miss 
Rohr, and seems the best one we 
know for getting the message out 
to the people and presenting to 
them the facts. . 

I do not say that prices are low- 
er in Georgia than they are in any 
other state for I do not Know that 
to be true. but the organization 
Georgia has is the very best. 

“If every state had a similar or- 
ganization the work of the depart- 
ment of justice in this direction 
would be certain of success. 


Work of Women. 
“Women naturally are being ask- 


ed to play a big part in reducing 
the high cost of living because of 
their responsibilities as buyers for 
the home and the family, and now 
because of their manv good organi- 
zations through which they can get 
rovernment messages to the larg- 
est number of women. 

This fact is so definitely realized 
by the administartion, women are 
being asked to work for the good 
of their country through three dif- 
ferent government departments: The 
department of agriculture, the de- 
partment of justice and the thrift 
department of the United States 
treasury. 

“The plan of work is one which 
co-relates these departments ad- 
mitting of harmonious work with- 
out one conflicting with the other. 
The woman through the home and 
school is called in by the depart- 
ment of agriculture, through the 
farm demonstration work, college 
extension work through home eco- 
nomics which the government so 
heartily recommends to the women 
of the nation. 

The Work of Thrift. 


“Then there is the admirable 
work which the woman’s division 
of the thrift department of the 
United States treasury, which has 
had as one of its principles the re- 
duction of the high cost of living. 
Thrift is educating women to do 
many things which practiced, will 
aid in the reduction of living ex- 
penses, and in judicious expendi- 
tures. It urges upon women to find 
themgelves in their own homes: op- 
erate and conduct those homes sane- 
Iv and reAlize that upon the in- 
dividual home and the individual 
woman lies much of the responsi- 
bility of a national prosperitv. I

High Cost of Living. 

“Although both the department. of 
home economics, of the department 
of agriculture, and the thrift de- 


{partment of the United States treas- 


ury are working to the end of re- 
ducing the high cost of living, 80 
much of the prosperity of the coun- 
try at the present moment depends 
upon reducing the high cost of liv- 
ing, the department of justice has 
seen the necessity for the specific 
work along this line, which is ,be- 
ing carried on in Georgia and other 
states through the fair price com- 
mission, and the woman's commit- 
tees working everywhere with these 
commissions. 

“In other states as in Georgia, all 
women’s organizations, whether pa- 
triotic, educational or social, have 
been asked to co-uperate under a 
state commission, and the progresr, 
of the work at present is most, en- 
couraging to the department of jus- 
tice. 

Common Sense Methods. 


In her address before the Atlanta 
Woman's club, Miss Rohr stressed 
the point that though women’s or- 
ganizations were the great messen- 
vers to the women of the nation at 
large, the individual woman was the 
one in whose power the reduction of 
the high cost of living lies. She 
calied attention to the fact that the 
budget one woman had upon which 
to operate her home, was not the 
same one whichiher neighbor had, 
but that each woman had to work 
out her own problem, decide upon 
her own budget, and live according 
to that, buying according to her own 
means and what she could afford to 
spend, and not what the woman 
next door could afford to spend. 

“To state that all women should 
nay only a certain amount for a 
frock end to try to enforce a uni- 
form price, was not feasible,” she 
explained, but an “extreme method 
which would not carry very. far 
Whereas many women could afford 
ro pay as much a $100 for a gown. 
there were many who could afford 
to pey more, and many who could 
not afford to pay that amount, 
therefore the failure of the idea of 
a uniform price for dressing or or 
living or the making of what might 
be called the household budget.” 

Influence of Saving. 

Miss Rohr urged the advantages 
of saving as a basic principle of 
general prosperity. She spoke of 
the fact that in France the people 
saved to invest in vital things. They 
saved to invest in character and in 
education, to buy good. educations 
for their children, a dower for the 
daughter, a business. a trade or a 
profession for the sons. . 

In America she apprehended, they 
invested first in surroundings and 
raiment, and then saved-what was 
left, and maybe invested it. 

She believed that the spirit of sav- 
ing was growing, and that with it 
would come the reduction of the 
high cost, and a more normal ad- 
justment of things. 

She thought it was largely a mat- 
ter of education, and that the gov- 
ernment was working for that end 
though the departments of the gov- 
ernment mentioned: through home 
economies, ‘through thrift and 
through the department of justice 
which sought to reduce the high cost 
of living.

MAGEE SAYS

Cincinnati, June 8&.—Lee Magee,

Magee, taking the stand in re- 
buttal against the charges of dis- 
honest baseball, made in reply to 
his suit for $9,500 damage against 
the Chicago National League club 
because of his unconditional release 
at the, beginning of this season, 
said he and Hal Chase, the first 
baseman for the Cincinnati team, 
had bet $500 on the Cincinnati club 
to win that game. Chase did all 
the talking when the bet was made, 
Magee testified. After the game, 
he said, -he learnéd that the money 
had secretly been bet against the 
Cincinnati team, and he thereupon 
refuf{sed to pay the bet-and stopped 
payment on a check which he had 
given. 

Magee said it was his playing 
whick won the game. In the thir- 
teenth inning, he declared, he made 
a sharp hit which broke the Bos- 
ton shortstop’s nose. He then stole 
second, he said, and scored on 
Roush’s home run. 

Magee was still on the witness 
stand when court adjourned for the 
day.

| Says Spring W heat 


Washington, June 8.—Despite an 


improvement of nineteen million 
bushels in the winter crop during 
May, and an indicated spring crop 
68,000,000 bushels greater than. that 
of last year, the total wheat produc- 
tion for 1920 was estimated today 
by the department of agriculture at 
only 781,000,000 bushels, or 160,000,- 
—. less than the total for 


From its condition on June 1, 
the spring crop was estimated at 
277,000,000 bushels, or 18,000,000 
bushels more than the five-year 
average. A total winter wheat pro- 
duction of 504,000,000 bushels was 
forecast. This is 228,000,000 busheis 
less than that of last year and 59,- 
000,000 bushels below the average 
for the five years ending in 1918. 

“All told, the present outlook. is 
considerably better than could rea- 
sonably have been hoped earlier,” 
said the department’s announce- 
ment. “While almost a fifth less 
than the great crop of last year, it 
is only a twentieth less than the 
average crop in our history, except- 
ing last year’s crop.” ; 

The department said that while 
the Hessian fly was present from 
North Carolina to Kansas, no very 
serious damage had been reported. 
Some rust, not serious, was report- 
ed in the southern central belt. The 
late spring and low temperatures 
were blamed for slow development 
of the plant, and it was said that 
there was a possibility of the repe- 
tition of the grasshopper damage of 
last year in the Dakotas. 

Production of various crops fore- 
cast in today’s monthly report from 
their June 1 condition follow: Win- 
ter wheat, 504,000,000 bushels; 
spring wheat, 277,000,000 bushels; 
oats, 1,315,000,000 bushels: barley, 
185,000,000 bushels: rye, 80,000,000 
bushels: hay, 112,000,000 tons; ap- 
ples, 199,000,000 bushels, peaches, 
45,000,000 bushels. . 

The spring wheat area this year 
is 19,487,000 acres, or 83.5 per cent 
of last year’s; conditions 89.1 per 
cent of a normal, with 
91.3 a year ago. 

Condition of winter wheat is 78.2 
per cent of a normal, compared with 
94.9 a year ago, and 79.1 a month 


ago. 

Condition of other crops: Oats, 
87.8 per cent of a normal; barley, 
87.6; rye/ 84.4; hay, 88.9; pastures, 
88.8; apples, 79.3; peaches, 64.9. 

The area planted to oats this year 
{is 41,032,000 acres, or 96.8 per cent 
of last year’s. The area planted to 
barley is 7,437,000 acres, or 100.2 per 
cent of last year’s,

Mr. Westmoreland insisted that 
the company ought to have begun 
its present petition with a request 
for an audit and the appointment of 
engineers to make an appraisement 
and rather resented the objections 
raised by Mr. Arkwright because 
the city of Atlanta and consumers 
of power saw fit to appear in oppo- 
sition to the proposed increased 
rates. 

Will Need Two Days. 


At the beginning of the afternoon 
session, Mr. Arkwright, in reply to 
an inquiry from Chairman Candler, 
stated that it would take the bal- 
ance of the day and probably all of 
Wednesday, certainly until the 
morning hour of adjournment, for 
the company to present its case. Mr. 
Candler then announced that all 
who were interested in the petition 
for increase of fares on the Atlanta 
Northern could not excused. until 
9:30 o’clock Thursday marning, as 
that case could not be reached un- 
til then. 

Mr. Atkinson then took the floor 
and his statement, which for the 
most part he read from manuscript, 
consumed nearly all of the after- 
noon session. He was severe at 
times on what he styled the “dem- 
agogic control” of the Atlanta city 
government, the officials of which, 
he said, had for thirty years “sand- 
baggcd” his company. “They claim 
to be acting in the peeple’s inter- 
est,” he said.

Calls Program Dishonest. 

He -asserted that he visited the 
present mayor in December, 1917, 
in the hope than an agreeable 
modus vivendi might be arrived at 
between th city government and 
the company. He affirmed that, 
after he had explained the condition 
of the company fully, the mayor 
said: “You are entitled to increased 
rates and need more money for op- 
eration, but I am going to oppose 
you. I want to see you grow poor 
so that you will be compelled to sell 
out to the city.” 

Mr. Atkinson declared that he re- 
plied: “That may be your program, 
but, if it is, your program is dis- 


The speaker said that emergency 
rates were immediately necessary in 
order to maintain the service. “All 
improvements are stopped for want 
of money.” he continued, “The serv- 
ice in every particular will break 
down. The company must sacrifice 
the service or incur bils it cannot 
pay, and knows it cannot pay.

Mr. Atkinson declared that the 
wages which the company could pay 
were entirely depedent upon the 
rates it was allowed to charge. He 
said that the pay roll for 1920 was 
more than $4,000,000, $2,000,000 in 
excess of that of 1916, an increase 
of more than 100 per cent. He de- 
clared that the wages paid this year 
would be $775,000 in excess of those 
paid in 1919. 

Recurring to the rates charged for 
power, the speaker declared that 
there was only one city in the United 
States with cheaper wholesale rates 
than Atlanta. That was Buffalo, 
and the cheapness was explain- 
ed by the proximity of Miagara 
Falls.
